Aboute what time Dioniſius the elder 
hauyng vanquiſhed and ſuppꝛeſled the 


Grec:ans, inhabiting the coaſts of /ra/y, 
which bo2dered vpon E/epora , belei⸗ 


ged Kegia, a citie of Callabria, at which 


inſtante the French men polleſſed all 


Rome, ſauing the Capitole, at which 
tyme the Romane taking truce with 
them, recouered their auncient liber⸗ 


tie and treedome of their count rep, t 
be⸗ 
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of Polybiusr. 5 


began to warre agaynft they2 neigb⸗ 


bours bo2zdering & marching to their 
region, and hauing ouercome and put 
in ſubtection all the Lars, they wars 
red on the 7 /ca»es, then with the 
 Frenchmen,x immediatly after with 

the Samuits. Not long after that, the 

T arentines ſuppoſing them ſelues tobe [ 
in danger fo2 certaine offences which 
\ they hadde committed agaynſte the 
Romane Lecats, receiued home king 
Pyrrhus, a peare befoze the French- 
men entered 7:2/ye., wyth them that 
were at Delphos, befoze being van- 
quiſhed and fled into Aſia. 

Now the Romanes haning famed 
the T ſcares , ſubdued the Sæmuits, 
and d2inen the Frenchmen to flight 
in ſund2y ſkermiſhes, began to enuie 
the other partes of /:4 lye,not thinking 
that they trauailed fo ſubdue any fo- 
raine nation, but that which of right 
was they: inheritance, patrimonie & 
nutritine ſoyle . Now the Romanes 
hauing obteined a perfect habite in the

warrs <20ugh daily experifce vſed in 
their exploits and conqueſts vpon the 
Sæmfuts and Frechmen,fo2 which cau- 
ſes they earneſtely continued in this 
bꝛoyle, to ſuch time as they had expel⸗ 
led P:rchus, with his cokederats & gar⸗ 
riſons out of /:2/y,then they purſned e 
turned they2 whole ffrength againſt 
theſe which had condiſcended to him. 
Now cuen at an vnwares, ſodenly # 
vnhoped foꝛ, they were becom lo2ds x 
regentes ouer all the inhabitantesof 
J1aly:, except the French men. After 
this they began to beſiege p Romane, 
which kept Khegia. A lyke chance haps 
pened at that ſame inſtaunte to two 
cities ſituate in the ſtraightes of that 
Sea Khegia and Meßana. For the 
pi his, warring vnder Agathocles 
in Scicilia, wondering at the excellẽty 
E wozthinefle, alſo at the riches & ple» 
tifulnefe of Meſana, eſpying opo2tu- 
nitie to accompliſh their pzeteſed pur⸗ 
pole, being once receiued within the 
walles vnder the cloake of frendſhip, 
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of Polybins 


violated the conenant of fruce, innas 
ding the Citie,th2uſting out the Citi⸗ 
dens and inhabitants, cruelly murde⸗ 
ring them, ſeaſing theyz wyues and 
childꝛen, euer man as he chaunced, in 
the conflict and tumult, then they rys 
fled and deuided the ryches and trea⸗ 
ſures, with the pleaſant paſtures and 
kertil ſoyle amongſt them. Thus they 
obtayned a molt excellente, rich and 
wozthy Citie, impleate with ineſti⸗ 
mable treaſure, abounding in plente- 
ouſneſſe and foe of all things, alſo 

= within a ſmall trace of tyme,and imi⸗ 
tatours ok this they2 peruerſe enters 
pꝛiſe. Fo2 at that time when Pirrhus, 
Bing of Epirotes ſapled with his army 
into Italie, the inhabitantes of Khegia, 
being diſmaide and ſ wh in a perplerity 
with his ſodayne arrpuall, required 
apde and alliſtaunce of the Xowancs 
E (bicauſe the C Carthage: c:, they 2cnt- 


mies ruled the ſeas) which ſent them 
ſuccoure that defended theyz Cytie

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with the oppoꝛtunitie of tyme, partly

They were in number foure thouſand 
men oner whome Decius and Campa- 
nus were Pres rulers. But in cons 
tinuance being moued and incitate by 
the example of the Mamertines 02 Sa- 


muites hauing them alſo confederates 


of theyz facinoꝛous and wicked cons 
ſpiracie, vyolated and faiſeficd ttey2 
othe made to the Cytizens of Xheo:a, 
being p2ouoked and allured, partly 


th the great riches, ſubſtance and 

abundance of the inhabitans, they de⸗ 
19 and expulſed the Citizens, afs 
flicting x tozmenting diners of them, 
and accoꝛding as the Mamertines had 
done befoze, ſemblably dyd they now 
deteining and inhabiting the Cytie. 


The Romans althoughe they were 


ſoze greued and inwardly vered with 


the calampties chaunced to the Rhe- 
714915, yet they could not apde oꝛ helpe 


them pꝛeſentlp, being troubled wyth 
other warres the which being finiſhed 
they went 4 beſieged p citie of Rhegia, 
which 
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which in tontinuante of tyme was er⸗ 
pugnate and wonne by fozce. Lhe de ⸗ 
fendants had ſo hautely withſtode the 
aſſault that the moſt part were ſlaine, 
foz they perfectly vnderffode, if they 
eyther yelded oz were taken by fo2ce, 


that they ſhouldnot auoid cruell Toꝛ⸗ 


toꝛs, ſo that onely thirtie were taken 
al iue, which incontinently were cons 
ueped to Kc, where as the Conſuls 
were led into the market place, there 
tozmented with rods, and then acco2s 


ding to the oꝛder of the cuntrey, were 
tut ſhoꝛter by the length of their hea» 


des, both that they might be puniſhed 


foꝛ committing ſuch a hainous offenſe 


and foz renuing of their amitie with 


the Kheg ans, reftozing vnto the their 


citie, paſtures, and other things that 
were left. The Mamertines for ſo the 
Campanes called the ſelues, when they 


had taken Meſlana, duryng the time 


y the Komane Legion deteined Kg. 
beyng mainteined with their aide not 


only defended4 kepte ſafe their own 
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had 


Not long befoze. that time there was 
a ſedition ſpꝛong vp betwene the Scic 


441 ſouldiers, ⁊ the gouernours of the 
Weate publike, in ſo much that they 
conſtitutcd captains oner them of the 
Artemidans (and him which afterward 
was their king (one named Hyeron, a 
very pong man, being but a ſtripling 
and of pong yeares, but ſo furniſhed 
and indued with all the giftes of nas 
ture, as knowledge, vertue, and wiſes 
dame, that he wanted nothing apper⸗ 
tapning oꝛ neceſſary to a king, except 
anelp a kingdome. When he had ob⸗ 

| icynced | 


boundes and pꝛecinctes, but alſo dii⸗ 
pleaſured and put in ieopardy diners 
of the Cities adiacent, as well of the 
arthagincſes ag of the Siracuſans. They ' 
Id alſo made tributary vnto them 
ſundꝛy cities of Scicilie. But nowe the 
Khegians hauing tbeir citie reſtozed, 
and they being deſtitute of the Rane 
Legions helpe, were enuironed x be⸗ 
ſieged of the Srracuſans fo certain caus 
ſes which afterwards ſhalbe declared. 
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fepned the authoꝛit ie and Le of 
the Souldiours, at the length being 
enuironed with a great troupe # com- 
pany ofhis friends, he entred the citie 


| and toke diuers of the Citizens which 


were confederats ofthe rebellion, the 
which victo2y he vled lo moderately x 
mercifully,that all the Sen with 
one voyce and conſente (which was a 
rare thing almoſt neuer ſ&ne befoze 
that time)p2oclaimed him the ſeconds 
time gouernour and ruler ouer them. 
Then Hyern as he ſhewed by mani⸗ 
feſt arguments, deliberated and deter⸗ 
mined to be ef greater and hygher 
eſtimation than a Captaine, Eut firſt 
of all he weyed 4 confidered with him 
ſelke how the Straciſuns Were ektſones 
accuſtomed immediately akter the de⸗ 
parture of the Captaine and the army 
from the Citie, to kindle vpꝛoꝛes and 
ſeditions, therefo2e percepuing the 
honeſty and fidelitie of Leytinus, alſo: 
of what authozitie, credence , and 
eſtimation ha was of amongeſt the.

Syracuſans, and of howe much reputa · 
tion and power amongſt the inkerioz 
ſozte, he thought it not incongruent | 
to ioyne himſelf vnts him by atkinitie, 
that he mighte haue on to liue in the 
citte, when he with his armie ſhoulde 
be occupied in other affaires, Thus 
hauing maried the daughter of Lepti- 
mus, and knit friendſhyp with Hymi- | 
nian knots, perceyuing howe the olde 
Syracuſan ſeruiters, which were hires 
lings and conduCt ſouldiers, wer very 
vnſtable fickle ⁊ ful of mutabilitie,co- 
monly deſirous of newe thyngs and 
changes, he pzepared an armie againſt 
the Bar bariaus, which kept Meſſana, pit 
ching his tents and pauilions, placing 
the front of his battaile along the ry⸗ 
uer of the Ciamoſſians, Then he toke 
both the hozſemen and fotemen of the 
Syracuſans, as though he would aſſault 


his enimies at ſome other place, re⸗ 


tiring an other waye with all his po- 
wer, conducting them ſafe and with- 
out [damage into the Citie, fuffering. 
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enuironned and incloſed wpth their 
enimies, ſo that they were bzoughte

the raſcall and hired ſouldiers to beg 


to ruine and vtter confuſion. When 
he had by this meanes diſpatched the 
olde ſeruiters out of the Citie, he pꝛe⸗ 


- pared waged ſouldiers of moze cres 
dence and ſtabilitie. Thus hauing ſet 


all things in a god and reaſonable es 


tate, and perceiuing the Barbarians to 


aduaunce and boaſt them ſelues, alſo 
to be pꝛoude and arrogant of the foꝛ⸗ 
mer victoꝛie, ſo that they dyd al things 
vnaduiſedly, foliſhly, and without re⸗ 


garde, like vndiſcrete and harebzaine 


foles,he with his ſouldters and a com⸗ 


panie of exerciſed ⁊ trained Citizens, 


departed from the Citie, comming to 
the fietde Nileum, with a quicke and 
ſwift pꝛogreſſion, where he fought a 
terrible fight along the bankes of the 
river Longanus, with the Campanes, in 
which he vanquiſhed. them, and toke 
their capitaine. Nowe perceiuing the 


folih hardtnefle and bꝛapnſicke bolds

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ne e of the Barbarians to be repꝛeſled 
in this victozie,he returned wyth the 
Sy acuſzn; , where with one voice and 
mmon-coſent of the people, he was 
paz claimed Apng The lamertines 
firlt of all as J ſaide betoꝛe, being de⸗ 
- fi; ute of the Romane Legions helpe, 
then greuoullp afflicted and troubled 
with this ouerthꝛow, were almoſt vt⸗ 
terly diſcoꝛaged, the molt parte fled to 
the Carthagmenſ*s, yelding themſelues 
and their foꝛtreſſes into their handes. 
An other company ſente Legates to 
the R2»-anc:, notifping them that they 
wold pelde their foꝛtrelle with all the 
munitiõs belonging, into their hands, 
requiring them to aſſiſt them as their 
owne countreymen , The Romanes a 
great trace of time, determined wyth 
_ themſelnes what was beſt to be done, 
foꝛ they iudged it very abſurde, fœliſh, 

E contrary to reaſon, that they which 
a little befoꝛe had ſo cruelly tozmens *' 
ted their owne citizens foꝛ betraying 
ney and . theyz truthe, 
nowe 
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nowe to ayde, ſuccoure, oꝛ helpe the 
Mamertines which were culpable of 
the lyke offente . But when they con- 
ſidered that the Carthaginenſes hadde 
not only ſuppꝛeſſed with violence and 


fozce A ica, but alſo the moſte parte 
of Spayne, with all the Alandes of Sar- 
dinia and the Sea 7 wrbenum, they ſuſ⸗ 
pected their neighbozhode, which thing 
woulde ſone be b2ought to paſſe, vn⸗ 
leſſe they ſente ſuccoure gnd helpe to 
the Mamertines. Meſſana being once 
taken, which by dpuers was offered 
them as J declared befoze, there was 
no daunger in recouering the reſte of 
the Siracuſans, eſpecially bycauſe all 
other partes of Scicih were vnder 
their gouernante and power, When 
the Romanes had thꝛoughly pondered 
theſe thinges,they ſuppoſed that ofne- 
ceſſitie and conſtraint they were com⸗ 
pelled t enfoꝛced to apde, relieue and 
dekende Meſſana, not permitting in 
any caſe that the (archagmenſes ſhould 
edifice an elues as it were a bzidge,

by the which they might haue free paſs 
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lage to enter Jah at their pleaſure, 
Vet this matter was long in deter⸗ 
mining, and in concluſion percepuing 
it moꝛe diſhoneſt than comodious, the 
Senatours p2020ged and diſmiſſed it 
ipthout any reſolute determination, 
The people of Rome, being defatigate 
and wearied with long warre, nowe 
were in reſt and quietneſſe,ſo that fo: 
lacke of their accuſtomed wages they *' 
were ſoze impoueriſhed, ſo that then 
ſhewing totheir captaines, the pꝛofite 
which ſhould enſue by aiding tbem . in⸗ 
continentlyit was concluded to iopne 
with the AHamertints, whiche decree 
was coꝛroboꝛate by the aſſente of the 


tomminaltie, ſo that Appius Claudius, 


one of the Conſuls, was elected to con 
duct an armie into Scicilie in their de⸗ 
fente. The Campanes being certified of | 
their comming, partely with terrour 
and thꝛeatnings, partely with ſubtile 
2 2 and deceiptes, ertruded the 


Cart haginian captaine out of the citie, 
which 


whiche betoze they 1 receiucd, cal 
7 lyng Appius Claudius vnto them yel- 
| dyng the Citie into his tuition . The 
ic (arthagmenſes tozmeted the Pzefect of 
the munition, hanging hym vpon a gi- 
bet, bicaule thozough his daſtardly co⸗ 
- wardlyneſle they had loſte the Citie, 
and incontinentely with all celeritis 
they leuied an armye, rygging theyz 
nauie along Pelorus, pytchyng theyz 
tentes aboute Meſlana, circumſpectly 
/ beſieging the Citie Hieron, ſuppoſing 
: at this inſtant a moſt fitte occaſion to 
be offered foz baniſhyng the Barbari- 
ans out of Scicilie, which kept Meſſana, 
foke truce with the Carthagmenſes,and 
then wyth the Syraciſins pitched his 
tentes by the mount Galchidicum, be- 
rieuing the Mamertines of that iſſue, 
Now the Conſull which with greate 
trouble and perillous dangers hadde 
paſſed the ſea by night,was arriued at 
Meſlana,wher ſeing the enimies with 
great ſtrength inuading the citie both 
: by water and lande very ſharply and

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dehemently „ſuppoſing it to be very *' 
daungerous and nothyng honozable , ; 
diſmiſſed certayne EmbaCadours to | 
er ofhts enimies campes,aſſaying 
d deltuer the Mamertines with quis 
et eſſe, all warre and ſtrife appeaſed. 

f percetuing that neither of the ad⸗ 
uerſaries wold giue eare tothe wozds 
of the embaſſage, andin the ende be- 
ing foꝛced to danger himſelf, he deter⸗ 
mined firlk to encounter and contend 
with the Sracuſant. Then he began to 
oꝛder hys Souldiours, imbattapling 
and placing his fozefronts againſt 4) 
eron, giuing vnto them diuers erhoꝛta⸗ 
cions, during which time the Srracnſan 
ptaine made no lefſe pꝛeparaunce.

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Heron miſtruſting all thinges, in the 
night folowing departed with the re- 
2 fidne of the Scicilian army, Appius in 
the nexte mozning perceyuing theyz 
departure intended to purſus them, 
5 and muſteringe his Souldiours com 
maunded that they ſhold loke to their 
woundes, and pꝛouide foz the purſinte 
boek their enimies againſt the next moz⸗

ſelfe to coniopne the ende of the with 
the beginning of this work, foꝛ by the 
continuation and hanging together of 
and my narration , J ſuppoſe 
molt ſincerelp to touch theſe things, 
whych other writers haue witten, 
and alſo to pꝛepare a verp facile and 
ready way to the true knowledge of 
this hiſtoꝛy. But befoze we make any 
further pꝛogreſſion, it is my pleaſure 
and fantaſp, moꝛe aduiſedly, and in an 
ampler ſoꝛte to intreat of the warres 
made by the Kowanes againit the Car- 
ne 
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cih, bicauſe there hath no battayle ben 
ſcene of moze continuance, that had 
mo2e p2eparance made foz it, either 
that conteyned moze famous and nos 
ble actes, epther ſo terrible conflices, 
oꝛ mo2e varietie x chaunge of chaun- 
ces. At that time both the countreys 
were like in ſtrength and puiſſance, 
ofa reaſonable abilit ie. Wherefoze if 
any conſider the ſtrength and power 
ok both the cities and Empires, he ſhal 
vnderſtand that in no other warrs oz 
time after that they might be ſo well 
reſembled. This alſo ſpecially perſua⸗ 
ded,enfo2ced and pꝛicked me foꝛward 
to w2ite of this warre, bicauſe thoſe 
which are thought to haue peude it 
molt faithfully,as Philinus and Fabius, 
karre diſſente and diſagre from the 
truthe. But though J dare not ſay - 
they erred willingly and of a ſet pur⸗ 
poſe, yet J thinke they were detep⸗ 
ued (as affectoures are accuffomed) 
eis to much b fauouring of theyꝛ coun⸗ 
ou 
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£o ntrey men. Foz Philinus wziteth 
by attedion anda natural motion, that 
the Cart hagine- ſes dpd all thyngs Ipke | 
ſtrong, valiant, and couragious Cap⸗ 
taius. Then tabuus is in Þ Diameter 
quite diſſenting. But 4 thinke there is 
none which repꝛehendeth the reſte ol 
their liues fo this,conſidering that it 
is a good and honeſt mans duetie ra⸗ 
ther to fauour his frieades and nutri⸗ 
t iue ſoile, than foꝛayn nations, But it 
is his duetie which takety in hand the 


wꝛiting of a hiſtoꝛie, to moderate him 
ſelfe and abſtaine from all parcialit ie, 


yea oft times to extoll and pꝛapſe hys 
vtter enimies when by their deſertes 
they delerue to be wel [poke of. Dther | 


times to repꝛehend their countreymẽ 
and frends when their facts are found 
wo2thte of repꝛehenſion. Foz as a 
beaſt hauing his eies ſcratched out, the 


roſt of his body is fit fo2 no vſe oꝛ pꝛo⸗ 


fite, ſemblably the vſe of a hiſtoꝛie be⸗ 
ing falũſied, it is altoge her vnpꝛoſi⸗ 


table. Wherfoze we muſt neither ab» 
ſtaine

mes, conſidering that theſe of whom 
to ſpeke pzeſently, could neyther con- 
tinually conquer vicoziouſly,neither 
is it like that they always toke the 
kople. And that theſe things are true 
which J haue ſpoken, it map be gathe⸗ 
red by thoſe things which Plulinus 
hath wzitten. Theſe are his woꝛds in 
the beginning ot his ſecond boke. The 
Cart ha ginen ſes, and the Stracuſaus, be- 
ſieged  Weſſma, where the Romane 
ſouldioꝛs arriuing, incontinently en- 
tountred with the S acuſans, of whom 
they being ouercome, r almoſt put to 
vtter conkuſion, rentred the citie, Et 
attepting an other inſult with p (ar- 
thagmenſes, were not onely ſpopled 
put to flight, but alto d moſt part takt. 
Jmmediafly after theſe, he heweth 
bow Hieton was ſo affrighted after Þ 
combate,that be not onely fyeringhis 
C.. tents 
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tents x pauilions fled away by night, 


but alſo foꝛſoke x left all the ſtrongeſt 
foztified and well fenced caftels, ſitu⸗ 


ate betwirt eſſanæ and Scicilye. He 


T epozteth alſo how the C27: haginenſes 
in that conflict were ſo daunted,) they 
fozſoke their tentes, diſperſing them 
ſelues in the Scicilian villages,not bes 
inghardie after that daye to attempt 


anything with their armie. Alſo how 


the P2efecs percciuing the mindes of 
the people to be ſo diſcouraged, coũſai⸗

their citie. But theſe by no reald can 


agree, Wherefoze of neceſlitie eyther 
that which he putteth firſte, oz the 
which he placeth laſt, muſt be falſe r 
of no effoſte. But this is manifeſtly 
knowne to all men, that the ( art hagi⸗ 
ntaſes and Syracufans, | after they hadde

But now to returne to my purpoſe 
from the whiche J haue ſome what di⸗ 
greſled by ſhewing theſe things, that 
thereby the ſtudious atfecters or this 
wozke might better percetue the con- 
ue paunce of the hiſtoꝛie. When the 
fame was divulgate t bꝛoughte from 
Sbicilit to Rome, of the pꝛoſperous and 
foztunate ſucceſſe chaunced to Appius 
t the reſt of the Roman ſouldiers, Mar- 
cus Valerius and Caius Octacilius being 
create Conſulls, were bothe ſent into 
Scicilie with the Romane armi in the 
which hoſt were foure legions, all Ko- 
mantis, by the aides whiche was ſente 
them pearelp by their allies, euery le⸗ 
gion tonteineng fours thouſand fote 
men 
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men and thꝛe hundꝛeth hoꝛſemen. At 


the arriuall of the Conſulls many Ci⸗ 
ties bothe of the (arthagmenſes, und 
the Syracuſanes renolted vnto them. 
Hieron perceining the Scicilians to bit 
diſcouraged, alſo the number and po⸗ 
wer of the Romanen to be augmented, 
ſuppoſed that their amitie ſhoulde be 
moze commodious to hym than ths 
frendſhip of the (art haginenſes: wher⸗ 
foʒe he diſmiſſed certaine ambaſſado2s 


to the conſuls to intreat foz peace, the 


Romans perceyuing the Car: hagmenſes 
kept the ſeas in euery cozner,+ beyng 
afraydleaſt at any time they ſhold be 
deſtitute of victuals, they ſuppoſed Þ 
the friendſhippe of Hicron, ſhoulde be 
very commodious to them foz the pꝛe⸗ 
uenting ok ſuch caſualties, ſo that they 


concluded peace with the Siracuſans on 


theſe conditions: That the king ſhold 
reſtoze the captiues whiche he had in 
pꝛiſon to the Romanes withoute raun⸗ 
ſome. Poꝛeouer, that they ſhould pay 
an hundzeth talentes of money, and 
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thento be receiued and admitted as 
friends tothe Romans. King Hyeron 


hauing gotten him ſelke thus under 


the protection of the Romans, ayded 
and ſuppo2ted them with victuals and 
other neceſſaries, as oft as neceſſitis 
required,paſſing the reſt of his life in 
moꝛe happy and foztunate eſtate than 


any other of þ Grecians, ſo that in mine 


opinion his life was moze honozable x 
renowmed than any of the reſidue, 
continuing in like eſtate and happie 
ſucceſſe a great trace ot time bothe in 
. and pꝛiuate aflapꝛes. As ſont 
as theſenews were publiſhed at Rome 


they condeſcended to them, liking ves 


ry well the conditions and peate con⸗ 


cluded with Hieron : after that daye 


they thought it not neceſſarp to ſende 


their whole ſtrength and power with⸗ 


out Italy, ſuppoſing two legions to 
be ſufficient,bicauſe they thougbt the 
warre not ſo perillous the king being 


aſſtociate vnto tht, alſo foꝛ that of. him 


they ſhould haue plenty of ſuch things 
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of Polybins, 20 


as were neceſlarie fo the Army. The 


Carthaginenſes , perteiuing Hieron to 
be reuolted and become their enimie, 
and the Remanes to hane the greater 
part of Itahe in polleſſion , ſuppoſed 
that they neded greater puiſſance to 
withſtand their fo2ce, ſo y they wꝛote 
top Ligurian Captaines t pzefectes of 
the . armp, allo to the Spaniſh 
ſouldiers fo2 apde. Which being arri⸗ 
ued in Scicilie, and perceiuing the citie 


dk Agrigentine to be a place very yt

After theſe warres on the | 
fea, Amilcar captaine ouer the Cartha- 
intan army, which then lap in Scicilie, 
hearing tell how there was a conten- 
tion ſpꝛong bet wirt the Romane ſouls 
diers, and the aydes (ſent from their 
confederates)contending of their p20- 
weſle and woꝛthie acts, inſomuch that

After thele fades thus finiſhed, An- 
nibal with the remnant whiche were 


_ eſcaped from the conflict, came to (ar- 


thage, from whence ſone after accom- 
panied with certaine noble captaines 
t a nauie of triremes, he was ſente in 
to Sardinia; where within a fewe days 
after, being intloſed in a certaine poꝛ⸗ 
terangle, by the Romane, loft the moiſt 


part of his ſhippes, him ſelfe eſcapyng 


the hands of his enimies: but ſhoꝛtly 
after being faken of the Carthaginenſes 
he was hanged koꝛ his euill doings on 


the gallows, The Romanes as ſone as 


they had obteined the ſoueraintie and 
rule of the ſeas, with all diligence emo 
ployed them ſelnes for to inuade Save 
dina. 

The nexte peare following, thers 
was no valiaunt aas done by the Ko- 


mane armie in Scicilie, wozthie of re⸗ 
membzaunce, Caius Sulpitius and Aus 


Jus Rutelius, afterwarde created Con» 
ſules, w ere ſent to Pauorinus, bicauſe 


at that parſente » the power of the 


Cart ha- 
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Corbaginenſ 8 At their arri. 
er hey embatat ed their 
men beloꝛe the citie, but the Gert hagi⸗ 
nenſe being within the walles offered 
not once to come fozth, which thing 
the RKomanet percepuing, departed fro 
thence to Hinpand, which they immedi⸗ 
atly toke. They likewiſe toke «-24:#- 
ſeratus, which = reaſon of impꝛegna⸗ 
bleneſſe had reſiſted a certaine time. 
Lhe they bꝛought their army againſt 
the ( aeß enenſes, which a little befoze 
had rebelled agatnlt them, which with 
tert ible continuance, warlike wea⸗ 
is: and tearing tozments they van⸗ 
quiſhed. . Atna & diuers other townes 
were taken by them. Alſo Lippara was 
beſteged by them, About this time Au: 
lus Tutelius the Conſull and captaine 
of the Nauie lay in the coaſtes of the 
Tindler itaus, Beete he eſpied the Car- 
thaginean Nauie ſapling by the coaſte, 
wherfoze he commaunded his men in⸗ 
continently to m ke them ready in al

Ehe'Remanes conſulted concernynga 
boyage into Africa, iudging it requi⸗ 
ſite to ſaple thither with their whole 
puiſſance, to the ende that the Carcha- 

grntaſes ſhoulde not only be diſquieten 
in Sc:c:ly,but alſd moleſted at home in 
their natiue countreye. On the other 
part the (art haginenſes perceuing how 
eaſie a thyng it "was to deſcende into 
Lyba:, alſo howe faynte hearted the 
people were, the ennimie beyng once 
entred into the Pꝛouince, therefoꝛe 
y intended incontinentely to en⸗ 
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that meanes to ſco 
into «1, 
arte pꝛepa aring to inuade, and the o⸗ 
ther to reſifte, fozeſhewed the greate 
warres to enſue. The Romans hauing 
pꝛepared all things neceſſarie to their 
Nauie, elected out of their nu 
fat men, ſuche as were of moſt hautie 
and val pant cozage, imbarkyng them 
then they made a quadzipartite diui⸗ 
ſion of their Nauie, gyuyng to euery 


parte a double name, ſauyng to the 


taft, which itil reteyned the name ol 
the rearewarde, as is accuſtomed in 
other battailes. There was A 
hundꝛeth and foꝛtie thouſande men in 
the Remane nauie, euer ſhip had thee 
bundzeth rowers, and ſixe Icoꝛe figh- 
png men. „e!

The Carthagimenſes hauyng pꝛepa⸗ 
red theyz Pauie of ſhyppes, bæyng 
fraugbted onelp with men, amoun⸗ 
ted at the leaſt to the numbꝛe of a 
hundzeth and fiftie thouſand: ſo that 
not onely the beholders, but alſo then 
which 


ca. In this manner the one 
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which heard tellof the huge number, 
great abilitie,and wozthy acts of theſe 
two armies; may wonder. The Ko- 
manes pertepuing that this their naui · 
gatio of neceſlitie muſt be ouertwhart 
and craked, alſo calling to minde the 
expertnes of their enimies in rowing, 
purpoſed ta make their tourſe inuin⸗ 
cible, placing the two Sepꝛemes in 
which Marcus Attilius t Lucius Man- 
ius were inp fozefront with an equal 
diſtance; after theſe the firſt 4 ſeconde 
warde followed, keeping like compaſſe 
which-betwirt euery two was enlar⸗ 
ged with their femmes ticking out⸗ 
warde. The Nauy being pꝛotract on a 
length, kronting on the fozmer ſhips, 
had a triangle on each ſyde, vnto the 
which was ioyned the thirde Hau, in 
the maner ot a p2oppe-o2 piller, ſo that | 
the thꝛe krontes being diſpaſed thus, 
they reſembled a perfect triangle Akt | 
ter the third Nauy came the carts and 
foiſts,in which their hoꝛſes were fraſs | 
570 d, t there was coꝛdes which: ces

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ched out of them into the third naute: 
after theſe came þ reareward in their 
oꝛder, which were diſpoſed that they 


ſurmounted and erceded the wing of 


them which marched befoze . The 


Remane flete being ſette in o2der af- 


ter this maner, the firſt partes which 
were the two triangles of the ſides, 
were voyd in the midſt, the other that 


folowed, p is to ſay,they which came 


after the piller oz ſtrẽigth, were moze 
ſolide, ſo that the whole nauie was 
ſure and indiſloluble. By this time the 
(arthagmean Captaines had gathered 
their ſtrength and exhoꝛted their ſoul- 
diers that they ſhould be of bolde and 
ſfoate cozage,infozming them if they 
conquered the X9-za7- in this combat, 


_ afterward they ſhould fight foꝛz the re⸗ 


giment and ſoueraigntie of Scrczlye - 
but if the Rowan: ſhold ſuppꝛeſſe them 
they chould not warre foz Scicilie, but 
fo2 their countrep, foꝛ theyz kreedome 
and foz their childze, Hauing thus ins 

E. j. cen⸗ 
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cenſer their ane ae commaun⸗ 
ded them to goe a bozde. They in- 
continently obeyed the commaunde- 
ment | of they2 generall , ſhewing 


them ſelues very foꝛwarde, percei⸗ 
uing the eminent danger. Now when 
the gouernours of the (arthagmean 
army had perceiued the oꝛder of the 
Reman Ate , they like wiſe diuided 
their Army into foure partes, of the 
which thꝛer be launched into the deepe, 
t lay with their right wing extended 
out in length with the foure-partes 
of 1915 ſhippes bent towardes their 

enimies, as though they would haue 
inuirdned them. The fourth parte 
which was the left wing, remapned 
as under a munition by the ſhoze. 


Hanno and Amilcar were generalls 
of the Cart haginean nauie , Hanno 
ruled ouer the right wing, hauing 
with him the ſwifter ſh1 cn A- 
was thay _ (as! is befoze declare) | 
e ſcaped 4 
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eſcaped ſo hardly at 7 indlarides. 
Now Amilcar vſed this pollicie. The 
Conluls at their firſte mæting, eſpy- 
ing the fozcfront of the e-{fricans to 
be very thinne , b2ult in thzongh the 
nuddeſt of them with great violence, 
Which acco2ding as Amilcar had com- 
maunded, fained a recoyle,to the ende 
that they might ſeuer and diſioyne 
the Roman nauie, which purſued them 
now earneſtle, ſo that the firſte and 
ſecond. warde marching after theyz 
enimies „ and the thyꝛzd and fourth 
comming ſlowly after,cauſed that the 
two firſt wards were ſeperated from 
_ the lat, Which ſeperation being per⸗ 
ceived of the ( arthaginenſes, there was 
a ſigne made out of Amilcars ſhippe, 
— they were agreed befoꝛe, at which 
ſight with a ſodapne inuerſion they 
returned, inuading the Romans which 
purſued them. The battayle was ve⸗ 
ry terrible and cruell. The Carthagr- 
venſes karre exceded the Komans, in ſub⸗ 
E. ys „ 
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fill fcights and ſwift rowing:but af 
ter that it came to handblowes, & the 
ſhippes were grapled, the Romani 
paſſed in ſtrength # wo2thinefſe . Ac⸗ 
co2ding as J haue declared, was the 

217 of the nauall warres. Han. 
no whith (as J declared beſoꝛe) was 
captaine of the right wing, eſpring 
the battaile to be begonne with th 
foꝛe wurde of the Loman, ſet fozwarde 
to inuade the rearewarde, where was 
a terrible + perillous conflict, during 
long e very douteful. Then the fourth 
warde'of p Carthaginenſes ſet towards 
their e imies + incountred with that 
fixete which had the ferry botes, who 
letting the ropes lippe, aſſailed them 
very fiercely. Thus was the battaile 
deuided into thꝛee partes, 4 there was 
the nauall conflictes at one tyme, 
euerp one farre ſeperate from anoe 
ther. In the which the fightes were as 
like, bicanſe of their equalitie, eche 
parte encountred other couragioully a 
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all things went alyke on bothe ſides. 
Then in continuaunce, Amilcar with 
his company were put to flight, Luci- 
us Manus perſiſted in purſuinghys 
enimies, but Marcus Attilius eſpying 
the conflictes in the rearewarde, and 
amongl(t p Yulkes, haſted him to aide 
them with the ſecond ward:the reare⸗ 
warde which had ben in great perill x 
daunger, and almoſt ſuppꝛeſt by Hans 
no, were ſo incozaged and animated 
bp the Conſuls comming, that they 
fought couragiouſly, The Carthaginens 
ſes being thus ſodainly intrapte with 
their enimies on euerp ſpde, truſting. 
to the celeritie and ſwiftnelle of their 
ſhippes, thꝛuſt into the depe and fled 
away. During this time the third na- 
uie of the Nomanes which laye by the 
ſhoze, was ſo2e aſſauted t grieuouſly 
oppꝛeſſed by the Carchaginerſes , but 
Lucius Manlius and Marcus Attilius ha- 
ning ſet the reareward and the other 
in ſafetie,toke their courſe a contrary 
25 to avde them being in diſtreſſe

which lape as * they had ben be 
fieged 2 almoſt ouercome, whith had 
chaced in derde, but Þ the ( arthaginen- 
ſes being afraid ot theyꝛ crowes, durſt 
not graple with thẽ, ſo that they one⸗ 
ly ſtudped to dziue them ts the ſhoze, 
Wut the Roman Conſnls hauing at 
vnwares incompalled them, twke fif- 
tie of they2 fraughted pꝛyles, the re⸗ 


ſidue being dꝛiuen to the choze, fledde 


away . Thus theſe th2& battaples 
were foughte ſeuerally betwart the 
Romans and the (arthaginenſe # on one 
dap, accoꝛdin to thys pꝛeſt ript 02der, 
in which the Niang were conque- 
Tours , of whoſe Naute there was 
foure and twenty Shippes wzacked, 
of the Carthaginenſes aboue thy2tie. 
The Romans had no fraughted ſhippes 
taken, but they toke to the number 
of thz& ſco2e and moe . After this 
combate hauing repaired theyꝛ taken 
ſhippes, and iopned them to they2z ar- 
yen viaualles and other ne⸗ 
| Aae 
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celaries collected, departed towardes 
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Libia, There is a plate in A :cacals 
led the Promentary of Mercury, rea- 
ching into y ſea towards Sc:c:/ye, ther 
the Koma aàrtiued ſirſt, from whenck 
hauing repay2ed they2: ſhippes , they 


_ ſayled to Chi, and there not farre 


fromthe Citie hauing dilbarqued the 


ſouldiers, begonne to enuironne the 
Towne with dytches and trenches. 

They had pꝛepared all things redie 
to beſiege the Towne, but the defen- 
dants yelded them ſelues willingly to 


them. Now: the (ar:baginenſes which 


had befo2ze fled from the nauall con- 


flict , were arriued at Cart ha ge, ſuppo⸗ 


ſing the Komar army after thavk p2ol- 
perous ſucceſſe, to haue gone im- 
mediatelp thyther, foz which ſuſpet⸗ 
tion, they leuied a great number of 
hoꝛſemen, fotemen, and ſhippes to 
defende the neceffarie pl ces of the 
Citie. After all this p2eparaunce 
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how the Conſuls had beſieged the Ti 


tie of Cpia, reietting all domeſticall 
feare,they pꝛepared men redy to their 
warre both by water and lande, pꝛe⸗ 
termitting nothing belonging to the 


ſafetie of the pzouince oz citie. In the 


meane time the Conſuls hauing ouer- 
come the Citie of /7:p:e, and put ſoul- 
diers into it, they ſent legats to Rome, 
which ſhould certifie the Senate ol 
their affairs,x b2ing them word what 
they ould then take in hand, Finally 
they bꝛought their whole army to the 
Frontiers of Carthage, inuading the 
pzouince without interruption , pil- 


ling, fozraging, and waſting the regi⸗ 


on befo2e them, burning + deſtroping 
the ſumptuous buildings, ſeaſing all 
kinde of p2ates and boties b2inging 
aboue twentie thouſande labozers to 


their ſhippes. In the meane time the 
legates ſent to Rowe were returned, 
making relation how the ſenate wil- 
led one of the Conſuls to remaine in 
di with the ws and the other 
oe - 
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to repaire to Rome with the nauie. 
The Conſuls perceiuing the mindes 
of the Senate, agreed that Marcus At- 
tilius Regulus hold remaine in Mica, 
with ſo2tie ſhippes, fiftene thouſande 
| * and fiue hundzeth hozſemen, 
nd that Mlanhus with the reſidue of 
the nauie and hoaſt, with all the mul- 
titude of captiues ſhould retozne to 
Rome. The (arthaginenſes perctiuing 
by the great preparation of the Re- 
mans, that this warre ſhold be of long 
tontinuance, appointed Aſdruball the 
ſonne of Hanno Boſtarus, captaines 
of their hoſt, Then they ſent to Amil- 
car to Heraclea , which immediatly 
came to ( arthage with ſtue thouſande 
fotemen and fine hundzeth hozſemen, 
t was alloctate the thirde captaine to 
them. The thz& generals beganne to 
conſulte amongſt them ſelues concer- 
ning the adminiſtration of the warrs, 
in which coſultation they determined 
to ayde the pꝛouince, and not to ſuffre

within a few dayes after, went to 
Citie Addis, indeuozing him ſelfe

enfo2med of the time and place wher, 
further conſidering their p2eparance 
with hozſe and Elephants, turned him 
to his companions, i ſayde : The Car- 
hag inen ſes toke not this ouerthzow of 
the Kozaps , but though their euill 
guiding and ignoꝛance of their vnex- 
pert captaines. Theſe wo2des of Zan- 
tippus immediatly were bzuted tho- 
rough the whole citie,and came to the 
cares rulers, which made him to 
be called befoze them,minding ts trie 
his counſayle. Now when Zantippus 


was come to them, x had ſhewed the 


reaſon of his wo2des and the cauſes 
why the Remars made ſuch hauocke of 
their men, he pꝛomiſed ik they would 
be counſailed by him (afterwards lea⸗ 
uing the hills and high places keping 
the plaines) that he would inftruce 
them how to laue them ſelues, anda | 
redy way to ouercome their enimies. | 
The Carthagmean Captaines being | 
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moued with theſe wozds of Zantippus 
tncontinently aucto2tzed him generall 
douer the whole armie: and there was 
a great rumour noiſed ab2ode th2ough 
the whole hoſt, of Zanuppus wozdes, 
ſo that there was nothing but pleſant 
nopſe and merye talke thozough the 
whole armie. When he had bꝛoughte 
the ſouldiers out of the citie, and im⸗ 
battailed them, there appeared ſuche 
manitkeſte difference betwirte them, 
and the other vntrayned Captaines, 
that all the people cried oute wyth a 
clamoꝛous ſhout, they deſtred nothing 
ſo much as warre, thep had ſuch a god 
hope Zantipp us being their guider. 
Theſe things beyng thus bzoughte to 
© paſſe,the Carthagmean Captaines pers 
teiuing the ardent zeale ⁊ feruent de⸗ 
ſire of the ſouldiers, exhozted them as 
the tyme permitted : then wythin a 
fewe dayes after, bꝛought them fozth 
againſt their enimies. There was in 
the Carthaginean urmie aboue twelue 
thouſande fotemen, foure thouſande 
ö _ 
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bortel en, and nygh a hundzeth Ele⸗ 
phants. Marcus Attllius hauing knows 
iedge ok his enimies, though he were 
ſomewhat aſtonnyed to ſe them (con⸗ 

trarv to their accuſtomed rate) kape 
in chop! aines, and place their tents in 
them; pet being very deſirous of bat- 


taile, hee marched fozwarde to mete

them, placing his tentes within two 
hundzeth paces of his ennimies, The 
nert day folowyng the African Capi- 
tains toke counſell amongeſt them⸗ 
ſelues what was beſt to be done. The 
whole multitude turned to Zantippus, 
callyng hym by name, and ſayde that 
they were redie, and pꝛepared to ven⸗ 
ter 7 ſelues what daunger ſoeuer 
there were, deſiring him to make fo2s 
ward fo the battaile. The ( art hagine- 
an captaines pe rceyupng the valiaunt 
courage of their ſouldiers and the de⸗ 
fire they had to entoũtre with their e⸗ 
nimies, cõſidering alſo the pꝛeſence of 
Zantippus, thought ꝝ̊ this was a moſte 
conuenient time to ſet vpon their eni⸗

There is alſo an other cauſe alleaged 
foꝛ his departure, as 3 ſhal ſhew moze 
af large in his place. When relation 
2 made at Rome, of the ouerthzowe 
eir hoſt, and the Confuls taking, 
20 dwe the reit of their armie were 
beſteged in (pts, they pzepared to 
| them, lenying a populous armte 
whitche they ſent into 4j#ica. In thys 
mea etyme, the Carthaginenſes beſie⸗ 
ged Clip: labouryng earneſtlp to 0- 
uer com it, hoping to take thoſe which 
eſtaped the battaile.

Althoughe the calamitie of 
the great ſhipw2acke had diſcouraged 
and appalled the heartes of the Roma- 
nes, vet they diſdained to giue place to 
the Cart haginenſes. Wherefoze they 
pꝛepared a new nauie of two hüdzeth 
and twentie ſhyppes, which was fini⸗ 
ſhed with ſuche celeritie, that within 
thze monethes they were vndockte, 
andſette on the water, which may be 
thoughte a thing almoſte incredible, 

Aulus Aquilius and Caius Cornelius he- 
ing Conſuls, were appointed to ſayle 
into Scicilie with that Nauie , and to 
make warre with the Carthaginenſes, 
whiche incontinentely takpng theyz 
iournep, came to Meſſana, where as 
they did receiue the remnaunt ok the 
Shippew2acke', whiche made in the 
whole, a nauie of th2& hundꝛeth ſaile. 
From thence they did paſſe onwarde 
to Panormus, the chiefe Citie of the 
Carthaginenſes, aſſailyng it with great 
power and violẽce, and beũeged

aboue a hundꝛeth and — ſhippes of 
their nauie were diſperſed by the rage 
of the Seas, which after long toſſing 
from poſt to piller,were w2acked and 
loſt. The Romans being daunted with 
theſe hurtes and calamities, though 


they eſtemed the maieſtie # honour of 


their Empire aboue all other things; 


yet being oppꝛeſſed with theſe miſe⸗ 
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ryes, dbtermined vtterly to toslake 
the ſeas. Then they only pꝛepared an 
Army on the lande which were ſent 
into Scicilye, vnder the tuition of Lu- 
cius Cacilius and Caius Curius being 
Conſuls, to whome thep deliuered 
onely the ſcozc ſhippes, toꝛ the trant⸗ 
poꝛting of their cozne and victualls, 
by which it came to paſſe, that the 
(arthaginen es hadde the ſuper iozitie 
againe, foꝛ the Roman nauie taken a- 
wap, they only ruled ouer the waters 
bauing alſo great confidence in their 
army and Clephantes on the land. 
The Romans being aduertiſed of the 
battaile fought in Af ica, and the dꝛi⸗ 
uing backe of their armye onelp tho⸗ 
rough the multitude and ſtrength! of

poſe, ſo that the ſubtil and ſlye flyghts 
of his aduerſaries were fruſtrate and 
of no effecte: oftentimes he iſſued out 
ſettingon them bothe by night and 
dap, ſo that greater ſlaughter was 
made in thoſe byckerings , than in 
plapne combate .

_ fayne of the conducted Souldiers bes

This Alexon bautng knows 
ledge of the conſpyzacie, immediatly 
bew2ayed their counſayle to Imilcon,

um, and ayde his countrie men, 
Annhal with his Souldiers landed

d the pozte of the beſieged Ci⸗ 
ith hopſted ſayles , hauing all 
n in a redineſle and pꝛepared 
e decke. The Conſuls being 
what abaſhed with theyz ſodaine

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counter with them, leaſt he thould 
ber d2yuen into the Hauen with the 
bopſterous and windie blaſtes then

The Carthaginenſcs 
that day behaued them ſelues ſo vali⸗ 
antlp, fieryng their engins, ſhinering 
them with their ſwozdes other wea⸗ 
pons, that the Koman, wer not able to 
reſiſt, ſeing almoſt their ending daye. 
After long contention, Imilcon pert ei- 
uing the great and deſpiteons laughs 
ter, with the effuſid of bloud that was 
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Adherball, the other Carthagenear cas 
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they were in greate daunger of loſing 
their ozdinance,yet they reſiſted their 
enimies with ſuch incredible co2ages 
that they pzeſerued them and al other 
things in ſafetie', After this Anniball 
departed with his puiſſance from Lys 
beum, aboute the dead of the night, his 
enimies not knowyng, and paſled to 


pitaine, which laye at ZDr:parum, fos 


which Citie they toke ſpeciall care, to 


keepe it from the enimies, as well foz 
the godlineſſe of the to wne, as foz the 


commodiouſneſſe of the pozt ; and it is 


diſtant from Lily beum, but fiftene mys 
les. Now the captains were wonders 
full deſirous to know howe all things 
fared with their companions, but the 
entraunce was ſonarrowly watched 
ſince Annibals departure, that it was 
impoſſible foꝛ any man either to enter 
in oz iſſue out of vᷣ citie.

there was a certaine Rhodian named 
Annibal, a man ſurely verp famous, 


which perceyuyng the minds of þ (ar- 
p.. thagi- 
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tbaginenſes pꝛomiled to take vpon hit 


in ſpite of all the Romanes to enter in 


art haginenſes thoughe they were io⸗ 
tunde to heare hym talke of this ens

us was greately diſpꝛaiſed with many 
277 zious wozds,foz behauyng him 
ſelfe ſo impꝛudentlp, and bringing the 
Romunes in ſuche daunger. Finallp, be⸗ 
ing reiected from his Conſulſhip was 
with greate ignominie, repꝛocbe and 
diſhono2 iudged to death. The Roman 
although they acknowleged this their 
ſimple cutte and ſoze repulſe, vet no- 
thingoblinious of their pꝛiſtinate vas 
lian nelle, incontinently pzopared a 
newe nauie and freche ſouldiers, ſens 
ding them into Scicilia:vnder the go⸗ 
uernaunte of Lucius Iumus, then Con⸗ 
ſull, tommaundyng hym to ſappozte 
thoſe, which beſieged Lahbeum with. 
victuals and other neceſſaries, Iumus 
the "ew C Conſul departed n 
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with the thzi ſcoze beackte ſhippes, 
where he gathered all the Galieys 
ſauing thoſe 


which were in 5c:c:/ye, 
that laye at Li/yberrs, ) which made 


a Nauie of an hund2eth and twenty 


ſaple, beſide the hulkes and cartes pꝛe⸗ 
pared fo2 tariage, amounting nighe to 
foure ſcoꝛe, of which he delyuered al⸗ 
moſt halfe, with certaine other beakt 
veſſels to the Quelto2, commaunding 
him fo conuey y victualls to the camp, 
remapning ſtill him ſelfe fo recepue 
the others, which were cõming krom 
Meſſana, and the graine out of the 
Countrey.

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not to encounter with him, being a a- 
frayde of the great multitude, and he 
was ſo nigh, that they could not fiye 
backe wherefo2e he thzuſte into very 
nr ar places,and rety2ed tothe 


next harboure,decreing rather to ſuf⸗ 
fer extreme perill, than to permit the 
Komaye Pauie, to fall into their Eni- 
mies —— The Cart haginean Cap⸗ 


taine perceining his fetch, deſiſted to 
purſue them, and kept in a port iuſt 
un the Raman Pauies, ſuppoſing 
by that meanes to poulder their paſſa⸗ 
ges. Mithin a few dapes akter there 
began a wonderfull tempeſt to aryſe, 
which the (arthaoinean Paryners els 
pping (io2 they had great knowledge 
on the ſeas, and were very expert in 
thoſe places,)counſayled Carthalon to 
erpugnate the p20mo tarie Pachimus, 
then to eſchewe the immpnent perill.

moleſted with theſe miſerable calami⸗ 
ties, were now againe inferio2 to the 
Cart haginen ſer, fo; being plaged & viſ- 
pitefully handled not long befoze at 
Drepanum, and now hauing loft theyz 
whole name, were glad to foꝛſake the 
Sea, ⁊ hope fo2 victoꝛte oncly by land: 
of the contrary part, the (arthagmenſes 
ruled on the ſeas vncdtrolled,t boped 
wel to haue a ſaying by y land.

Rome, thoſe at Lily beum, though they

againſt Hyeron, neither to moleſt the 
Syracuſoms, 02 any of their friendes, 

Thirdly that they ſhould diſmiſſe and 
ſende home all the captines without 


raunſome. Fourthly, that they ſhould 


pape within twenty peares ſpace to 
the Romans, two thouſande and two 


hundzeth talentes of tryed and pure 


money. 

* When theſe conditions and agree- 
ments were ſent to Rome, they wold 
not ratifie them, but ſent ten Com- 
miſſioners with the common conſent,: 
which comming into $c:c:/:e, chauns 


ged the foꝛmer pactions in maner no- 


thing at all, but taking ſhozter dayes 
fo2 paying of the monep, adding there- 
unto a thouſande talents, Alſe that 


_ theyſhouldnot only depart quite out 
of Scicilye, but out of all the Jlands be- 


twirte it, and /:2/ye. Accozding to this 
p2eſcript oꝛder was the firfte warre 
en that the Romans hadde with

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the Cart haginenſes foz the pꝛincipalitie 
of Scicilie.

So that they which 
befoze wondzed at the armies, fleetes, 
and naual warrs of Antigonus, 4 Pto- 
lomeus, after this betwirt the Roman! 
and the Cart haginenſes toũted them as 
tritles and nothyng. Poꝛ ik any conſts 
ſider p gret difference betwirt Quin⸗

fo2 their natiue ſoile and lawes, but 
fo; their libertie, and the ſafegarde of 
their childzen. Which bataile bicauſe 
it is wozthie of remembꝛance, Jſhall 
ſhewe it compendiouſly as J purpoſed 
in the beginning: koꝛ how cruell, de- 
B, iij. ſpite⸗ 
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ſpitcfull and deadly a warre if was, 


which euery man calls bloudy and des 
teſtable, any man may gather by the 
facts done in his time. Here ſhal plain⸗ 
ly be ſhewed how vigilant and circum 
ſpect captaines ought to be, howe they 
ought to pꝛouide fo2 afterclappes, alſo 
What difference it is to make warre 


with rude and barbarous nations ig⸗ 


noꝛant in the law of armes, and thoſe 
which be ciuile 4 knowe god maners.

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fo Geſto, which was captain there, fa 
traſpozt them into Africa, which fea⸗ 


ring ſome euil to chatice amongſt ſuch 
a multitude as they were, eſpecially 
being behind with their wages, which 
the treaſure houſe was not able to diſs | 
charge, it was ſo ſoꝛe impoueriſhed, he 

politikely pꝛouided that they ſhold not 
al go together, but in diuers copanies, 
to the ende that they might be the bet⸗ 
ter diſpatched, ſuffering one company 
to depart home bekoꝛe he diſmiſſed an 
other. But the Cart hag ines ſe; partely 
thꝛough negligece, partly thꝛough po⸗ 
uertie, did not only not diſpatch them, 
but comanded them to remain in p ci⸗ 
ty, vnt il their felowes came, that they 


might al receue their wages together,

ry much hurt in the citte bothe by day

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ges with pzonde boaſts, much moꝛe 
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they dpd befo2e, being mindkull of the 
great gifts pzomiſed by their captains 
when they exhoꝛted them to battaile, 


ſo that nowe they loked foz ample re- 


wardes beſive their ſtipends:but their 
opinton was kruſtrate, fo2 as ſone as 
all the companie were congregated in 
Sica, Hanno the Cart haginean Pꝛetoz 
was ſft vnto them, not only without 
the gifts which they loked, foꝛbut al- 


ſo talked very much ok the ſcarcitie i in 


the treaſure houſe, requiring them to 
remit part of their wages. The mul⸗ 


titude moued with theſe woꝛds began 


a great vpꝛoꝛe and a clamoꝛous noiſe. 
There was a great cotention and de⸗ 


bate (and no wonder, conſidering the 


company and their diners languages) 


koꝛ the Carthaginenſes had gathered an 


armie of ſund2y fo2aine nations, and 


partly not without a cauſe, foz the ar- 


mie coulde not conſpire any thyng a- 
mongſt them ſclues fo2 thevarietie of 
their ſpeaches, and were moze obedt-

enf af the commaundement of the ge⸗ 
nerall. But if there chaunced at any 
tyme either ſedit iõ 02 inſurrection in 
the armie, no one man could quenche 
it,fo2 the barbarous clounes wold not 
be qualified, and beyng once angred, 
the b2ainfick foles wared vntracable 
continually outragyng like bꝛutiſhe 
beaſtes without all meaſure, as they 
did at that pꝛeſent: there was in the 
armie Spary2rds, Frenchmen, Ligurians, 
Baliarians, and a greatt troupe of Gre, 
cians, diuers vagabondes of «Africa, 
with innumerable roges, z fugitiues: 
fo2 which cauſe it was impoſſible that 
one man ſhoulde rule them all. The 
Pzetoz vnderſtode not al their lägua⸗ 
ges, and to haue many ſpeakers vnto 
them, it was coated mere fwilſhneſſe: 
wherfoꝛe onely their captaines muſte 
nedes do it, ſo that Hanno laboured in 
vain:foꝛ ſome of them vnderſtode not 
the commandement of their general: 
an other company bzuted it clean con⸗

that nothyng was in the hoſte but 


w2ath,anger and ruffling vp x downe 


with many miſcheuous and wycked 
factes.. Amongeſt other thinges they 


murmured and complained, bycauſe 


none of the Captaines vader whome 
they had warred in Scicilie, which pꝛo⸗ 


miſed them the great rewardes, were 


ſent to them, and at the length in gret 
rage and anger they fell to their wea⸗ 
pos, nothing regarding Hanno, o the 
other captains: and ſetting towardes 
Carthage they encamped at Tunes, fiue 
miles diſtaunt from the Citie. They 
were in number aboue twentie thous 
ſand, Then the Carthaginenſes bega to 
haue reſpect to the ſelnes, Then they 
began to cofelle their foliſhneſſe when 
ther was no way to eſcape y immintt

But now being afrayde of the greate

at their owne p2ice : and dyuers am⸗ 
alladoꝛs were ſent vnto| them out of

tion to be ſeparate and gathered toge⸗ 
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The molt raſcal and ſeditious knaues 
wer of greateſt authozitie in y armie. 
The Carthagmenſes condeſcending ta 
their demads, apointed that al things 
in controuerſie bet wirt them, oulde 
be decreed by the arbitrement of ſome 
one that had ben their captaine in $Sc:- 
cilie. They fauoured not Amilcar Bars 
cas, bicauſe he came not fo2th to them 
in this troubleſome time, and had gy⸗ 
uen ouer befoze willingly the captain- 
(yp, but the whole compame truſted 
muche in Geſto, bicauſe he was their 
captaine in Scicilie, and had bene very 
curteous towards them, but eſpecial⸗ 
lp in their tranſpoztation to Africa, 
ſo they decred to put all things to his 
dermination. Geſto incontinently dil⸗ 
ancozing, with certain monep, as ſone 
as he arriued at 7 «»es, called the Pꝛe⸗

Mum them akter that (with a long 
ozation) to woꝛſhip, loue, fauour and 
haue the Carthaginenſes in eſtimation, 
in whole ſeruce they had bene ſa long 
time, perſuading and exhozting them 
to be content with their wages, deter⸗ 
mpning to diſtribute it by nations. 
There was in the hott a certain Cæm⸗ 
paue, Which being a ſeruant, fled out of 
Scicilie krom the Aman to the ( art ha- 

£iaerſes, a man of greate ſtrength and 
courage in battaile, named Spendius: 
is felow was afrayd, if peace ſhold 

be concluded wyth the Carthagmenſes, 
that his maiſter would catch him, and

ing inkoꝛmed that they were chick mos 


uers of rebellion: And foz this cauſe 


he wiſhed them to take herde of them 
ſelues. The multitude bepng moued 
with theſe woꝛdes, and bicauſe Geſto 
made onelp mention of their wages, 
ſpeakpng nothyng of recompence foz 
their hoꝛſſes, neither of the required 
grain, they gathered into one place to 
determine of the mater, Spendius and 
Matho inueped ſoze againſt Geſto, and 
yp other Carthagincſes, t the copanyſone 
agred to their wicked purpoſe, fo 5; if 
any counſelled them otherwiſe, they 
neuer regarded whether it tended to 


the ſame end o2 no, but immediatelp 
ſtoned him to death. After this maner 
ther wer many not only taptains, but

onely they diſcharged all ſuch things 
as they pꝛomiſed in the beginning of 
the conſpiracie, but alſo reſerued plen⸗ 
tie fo2 afterclaps: by which we may 
learne to pꝛouide, not onely foꝛ tyme 
pꝛeſent, but alſo foz the time to come. 
The Cart haginenſes though they were 
hemmed in on euery ſyve with theſe 
great calamyties , vet were they not 
altogether dꝛowned in diſpaire, but as 
the time permitted, hiered new ſouldi⸗ 
ers, and made Hanno Captaine ouer 
them. Then the youth of the Citie bes 
gan to arme them ſelues, and exerciſe 
riding, the Citizens began to redific 
and rm vp their olde barkes.

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While they were in doing theſe 
thinges, Hanno pꝛepared diligently al 
things appertaining to the warre (fo2 
he was a very witty man and full of 
pollicies in ſuch deuiſes) ſone after he 
ſet towardes his Enimies, where by 
the euil deſcerning of time he ſhewed 
a point ofan vnerpert Captayne. 
After his comming to Urica, at the 
firſt onſet he put his enimies to flight, 
being afraide of the Elephantes, but 
ſhoꝛtly after he bꝛought them which 
be came to apde, into greater daunger 
than euer they were tofoze,fo2 when 
he hadde placed his oꝛdinaunce and 
other engins belonging to warre, as 
dartes , quarelcaſters,bzakes, in his 
tentes befoze Urica, he encountred 
with his Enimies, which being vna- 
ble to reſiſt the Elephantes , after 
great laughter fledde into a hill ads 
iacent, which was full of Trees and 
other bwilde, Then Hanno which had 
ben only acci«curd befoze p time to 
warre againſt þ Vmidians, who once 
A. tus bes 
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beginning to Kil o_ ſtay oꝛ loke 
backe foꝛ the ſpace of thzo vayes,left 
to purſue his Enimies, as though he 
had won p field, where he regarding 
nothing, lvued riot toully. But his ad- 
uerſaries trained vp vader Amilcar in 
Scis ilie, where they ofte times had both 
lied and purſued their enimies, in one 
day perceiuing hit tobe entred into 
the Citte + lye there vnctreamlpectly, | 
as though he had conque red them, in- | 
uaded his tents, where they killed ma | 
ny of his Souldiers, chaſing the reſt 
with great ignominie & llander into 
the to e, carying away his engins a 
munitions without cõtradidion. But 

the incircumlpednefſe of Hanno hin⸗ 
dꝛed not the Carthag inenſen onely at 
this time, but alſo within a kew dayes 
aiter, when his enimies pitched their 
Tentes at Seca, where hauing god 
opoꝛtunitie and fitte time in which he 
might haue vanquiſhed them, (foꝛ 
twite after they were imbattapled, 
they kell at cont tention amongſt them 
ſelues) 
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ſelues,) pet he through his fluggith 
idleneſle pꝛetermitted bothe thoſe oc⸗ 


caſions. The Carthaginenſes pertei-⸗ 


uing the impꝛudencie of Hanno about 
ſuch affaires, choſe Amilcar Captaine 
of their armie againe, deliuering vnto 
him thꝛe ſtoze and ten Elephantes, 
with the hired ſouldiers 4 vagabonds, 
alſo the hoꝛſemen and kot emen of the 
Citie, ſo that y whole number amoun- 
ted to ten thouſande men. Amulcar in⸗ 
continentlp ſetting fozewarde, with 
his wozthy pzowefle,;at one time both 


diſcoꝛaged his enimies, and delinered 
Dptica, ſhewing him ſelfe wozthy of the 


pꝛaiſes gien to him fo2 his fozmer 
actes, and acquit ing him ſelf very wel 
of. the expection which the people con⸗ 
ceiued of him. His woꝛthineſſe and po⸗ 


licie was knowne firlt in this maner.

n wt time with his ſouldiers vndel · 
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tried, and conueped them oner p riuer. 


In the moꝛning not only his entmies, 
but the Citizens were aſtonped at his 


wonderkull paſſage. Then he marched 


fozeward to them which kept Seph:y4. 


| But Spendius perteiuing that he had 
conueped ouer his Armie with all his 


retinue, immediatly ſet foꝛ warde to 


aide his copanions. There were at Se- 
phira. x. thouſand men, i at Vica, about 


rb. thouſãd, ſo they ſuppoſed that they 


| might at pleaſure impale the Cart ha- 


ginen ſes it they both marched fozward 
at one time, t incountered with them 


hind, wherfo2e incouraging their com- 


| pany they ſet fo2ward towards Amil- 


car, which failed not of his ioꝛney, pla⸗ 
cing his Elephants in the firſt fronte, 
then bis hozſemen + lighteſt fotemen, 
ſetting p legion \ ouldters in P reares 


warde, perteiuing his enimies to be 


verp earnelk, comanded 9 incotinftly 
the whole oꝛder of p battaile ſhould be 


wards 
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A ſhould returne as though the 
would fle, and come into the binmad 
part, likewiſe they which were in the 
rearewarde trauerüng about, ſhould | 
enterintoy fozmoſt rampire,at which 
ght the Z:beans being redy to inuade 
hem on bothe partes,ſuppoſing them 
10 be afraide and redy to runne away, 
incontinently; bꝛake their o2der, and 
came hurling Upon them, and to handy 
rokes, but perceiuing the hozſemen 
redy to reſiſt, and the reſidue of the ar⸗ 
mie to aſſaile them in warlike 92der, | 
they were ſo aſtonped with the rare? 
neſle thereof, that C cattering them 
lelues ab2oade, they were compelled 
10 flee, manp were llapne of the legi⸗ 
oon ſouldiers, while they inuaded the 
ſides of the battayle, and diuers were 
ouerrunne bythe Clephantes + \hozſes 
men, ſo that there was fire thouſande 
Zubians, flaine, and two thouſande tas 
ken in this combate, the reſt led ſome 
4 ephira, und many to the Campe by 
Hic. Amilcar after this triumph, pur⸗ 
110 $ ſued 
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ſued thoſe which eſcaped into Sephira, 
winning p Towne at the firſt aſſaltes 
all the Souldiers fled to Tunes, from 
thence he paſſed through the pꝛouince, 
receiuing many of the townes which 
reuolted fauozablp, + expugnate mas 


ny by fozce of armes, which cauſed the 


| Carthagmenſes, which of late haddeno 
hope of god fo2tune o2 libertie, to re⸗ 


ceiue their pꝛiſtinate courage 4 bold⸗ 


neſſe. Matho in this time beſieged 
| Hippona,per{wading Spendius and Auz 
toricus,Captaines of the Frenchmen, 
to purſue their Enimies, counſelling 


them to eſchew yp plaines foz feare of 
the Elephantes, and kepe them ſelues 
continually in the ſides of the moun⸗ 


taines and in addible wayes, and ne⸗ 
uer fo kepe farre diſtant from him,foz 
| many inconueniences that might en- 


ſue:he alſo ſolicitated the Nomidians $ 


Libians to rebellion, intiſing the with 


many ſugred woꝛdes fo aſſiſt him, and 


not to pertermit ſuch an opoztunitie, 


in which they might dyliner Africa 


from 
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from bondage and ſeruitude. Then 
Spendius with. vj. thouſand olde ſerui⸗ 
= picked from amongſt the whole 

ſte at Iunes intamped by b hil ſides, 
not farre diſtant from his enimies:he 
had alſo vnder his conduct, two thous 
ſand Frechmen belonging to Antori- 
cus, foz the reſte were reuolted to the 
Romans at y ſiege of Erix in Scicilie At 
this pꝛeſent Amilcar with his Armie 
emained in a plaine, inuironed with 
mountaines on euery ſide, « there re- 
paired to Spendius great crewes of the 
umidians,ttroupes of the Afticans, 
fo that p Carthaginenſes were hemmed 
in with th2ee great hoſtes of their eni⸗ 
mies, on p fo2e ſide with p Africans, in 
pdiametre with the Numidians,onp 
ther ſide wSpendus, which bzought 
Amilcar into a great perplexitie, as 
one deſolute 4 abadoned of al libertie. 
There was at that pzeſent amongſt 
N umidians, one Nerua, a man diſs. 
ceded of a honozable x noble pꝛogenie, 
118 woꝛthr and valiant in battayle, 
which 
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( arthaginenſes, t then cſpecially rapte 
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which had always intierly = 


with the noblenelle of Amilcar, which 
ſuppoſing that a time moſt expedient 
to obtaine his fauoz appꝛothed to his 
tentes, hauing in his company aboute 


a hundzeth /\umnrdians, and being aps 


pꝛoched nighe his pauilion, ftayed 
boldly beckning with his hanve, 4 ſigs 


nifying yp he would ſpeake with bim. 
Amilcar wondering at his audacitie, 


ſent one foꝛth vnto him, whome Ner- 


ua aduertiſed that he would commen 


with his captaine. Amilcar yet in dout 
and not raſhely crediting his wo2des, 
fade ſtil, but Nerua incontinently de⸗ 
liuering his hoꝛſe and ſpeare to a N- 


midian that ſtode by, appꝛoched to A- 


milcar. The whole armie wondered to 
ſe ſuch boldeneſſe in one man, and 
beginning to diſcloſe his minde, ſhew⸗ 
ed how earneſtly be had ben always 
affected toward p Car thagmenſes, t that 
aboue all things he required p.amitie 
of i fo; which cauſes be * 
a 
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ot that perten to ſubmit him ſelke, 
pꝛomiſing that he would be pꝛeſt and 
redy to apde him without ali deceipte 
02 guile, to 8 vttermoſt of his power. 
Amilcar perceiuing his entier affecii⸗ 
on towardes him, reidiſed wonderkul⸗ 
Iv, as well foꝛ the hautie conrace that 
he ſaw in the young man by comming 
to him ſo ſtoutly, as foꝛ the ſimplicitie 
and plainneſſe of his woꝛds not mixte 
with fraude oꝛ guile, not onely admit⸗ 
ting him to his frendeſhip , but atfir⸗ 
ming if he would perſiſt faithfull and 
true towarde the C arthagmenſes, that 
he ſhould haue his Daughter in mart- 
age. After their communication was 
finiſhed, Nerua returned to his ſouldi- 
ers, and in the nexte moꝛning came to 
Amilcar, with two thouſand Numidi- 
wi which were vnder his retinue, ſo 
that this crue of men being reuolted 
to the (rt haginenſes, Amilcar thought 
him ſelfe able to match with his eni⸗ 
mies. Spencius likewiſe hauing his ar- 
my ſtrͤgthned by the comming of the 


Numi- 
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Numidians, and eAfricanes, conducted 
them into a plaine place, and immedi⸗ 
atly encountred his ennimies;, where 
was a terrible and cruell ſight:but af⸗ 
ter long contention, by the multitude 
of their elephants and the p2owefle o 


Nerua, the Carthæginenſes obteined the 


victozie. Then Antoricus and Spendius 


beyng deſolate and abandoned of all 


comfo2t,fled awap. There were ſlaine 
in that combate aboute ten thouſande 
men, and foure thouſand taken. 

- After this victozte Amilcar granted 


pardon and frevom to all thoſe which 


woulde remapne and be his ſouldiers, 
doliuering them the armour of thoſe, 
which were llaine, the reſte he called 
vato him, perſuading them neither to 
rebetl oz moue warre againſt the Czr 
thaginenſes, remitting al ſuch offences 
as they had cõmitted vnt ill that time, 
without puniſhement, licencing them 
that woulde to returne to their coun⸗ 


treps. About this time the hired ſoul⸗ 


diours that kepte Sardinia, imitating 
P. j. Matho 
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Mey and Spendius, inuaded all the 
Cart baginenſes inhabiting the Jle, and 
ſone after leading Boſtarus and the o- 
ther into a hold, beheaded them. Then 
was Hanno ſent to be a captain the re 
with a freche bande of men, which im⸗ 
mediatly after conſpired againſthym 
with the olde ſouldiers, and made him 
cammenſe in a Tyburne tippet. 
After that, fear vn 


ig to ſuffer condigne 
puniſhment foꝛ their facinozous facts, 
murdꝛed all the Cant haginenſes, within 
the Ile, taking the townes and cities 
into their owne handes, inhabit yng 
them vntil ſuch tyme as there aroſe a 
contention betwarte the Sardinians 
and them, at which time they wer er- 
pelled and fledde into /ca/e. After this 
maner was Sardinia alienate from the 
Carthagmenſes, well repleniſhed with 
men, abounding in foiſon and plentie 
of graine,of the which bicauſe many 
haue waitten befoze me, J ſuppoſed it 
not neceſſary to renouate them,being 
Hap ne to all men, Matho and *

dius wyth Antoricus, täpitaine of the 
Frenchemen, kearynge leaſt the tle⸗ 
mencie of Anulcar, in dilmifling the 
captiues, Houlde pꝛeuaile and intite 
the Libians, with the other bired ſoule 
diers from them, endeudured them 


ſelaes to inuent ſome kacinoꝛous and 


and gencrall metyngto be pꝛoclap⸗ 


med. As ſone as the multitude was 
gathered together, they called a pur⸗ 
fiuant wyth letters, as though he had 
ben p2eſently ſent oute of Særanma ta 
them The tenure of the letters was, 


that Geſto, and the other Captiues 


ſhould be kept circumſpectelp, bicauſe 
there were dpuers in the hoſt, whiche

Spendiushauyng fayned this occaſion,

The 
Carthaginenſes hauyng knowledge of 
the trueltie ſhewed to their Citizens, 
wiſt not what they ſhoulde doe, but 
with great grief and penſineneſle, be⸗ 
wailed the deſpituous death and crus 
el toꝛments thei ſuſteined. Then they 
fent ambaſſado2s to Amilcar and Han- 
no, deſiring them not to ſuffer the cru⸗ 
eltie ſhewed then to their Citizens to 
be vnreuenged, wilting them to ſende 
a Harolde to their malicious enimies 
foꝛ to obtain their bodies to be enter⸗ 
red: but their cartaſes were not only 
denyed, but alſo warnyng gyuen to 
fende no moe Yarolvdes , fo2 if they 
dpdde, they ſhoulde alſo d2ynke of the 
ſame whippe, ſaying, they had decreed 
by the common conſente , and alſo 
woulde ratifye it, that as manys

which he had either there, oꝛ caughte 


ner he caſt ta be deuoured ot

if, vou take agaynſt him, there is no⸗ 
thing ſo hurtfull oꝛ noyſome, which he 


the elpeciall captaines are couetouſ⸗ 
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the Elephantes, perceiuyng the rebet- 


lion ſhoulde onelybe erttnguiſhed by 
bfter ſubuerſion of his enimies. Now 
the\Carrbagmenſes were in god hope, 
and feared not the warrs, but foztune 
altered ſodainely, and tourned their 
matters quite tontrarie: foꝛ as ſone 


as the two capitaines were aſſociate, 


there ingendꝛed ſuch a rancoꝛ and ves 
bat e bet wirt them, that they not one⸗ 
iy omitted ta inuade their ennimies, 
but offered occaſions that their aduer⸗ 
ſaries mightaCaile them. The (n. 
thaginenſes being moued with this dil⸗ 
ſention, commanded that one of them 
ſhoulde returne into the Citie, and the 
other which the Souldiers woulde, to 
remaine with the hoſte. To ampliſte 
this miſchiefe the moſte parte of their 
hulkes which conue ed victuals and o⸗ 

er neceſlaries into the cape wer loſt 

à ſodain tẽpeſt: alſo Særdinia (as 4 
ſayd befoze) was reuolted from them, 
whence they were atccuſtomed to haue 
much aide + ſucco2 in their warres : $ 
leſt hey chold lack milerie, Hippona E 
F tica, 
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F:ica,which only amogtt al p cities in 


Africa, not onely in that troubleſome 
time, but in their warrs againſt Aga» 
thocles, and the Komanes had remained 
therr eſpeciall # faithful friends, were 
now become their enimies, and al the 
C 'arthaginenſe es with their captaines to 
aide them, wer cruelly murdered, nei⸗ 
ther could they obtaine their bodies of 
the cruel (cons. Matho & Spendius bes 
ing very pzoude and lofty fo2 theſe oc⸗ 
calions, marched fo2warde to beſiege 
| Carthage. Then was Annibal aſſociate 
to Amilcar, fo2 after that Hanno was 
fozfaken of the ſouldiers by the eledi⸗ 
on in the vpꝛoꝛe, they ſent him fozth, 
Then Auulcar with Annibal æ Nerua, 
ſcoured thꝛongh the pꝛouince, pꝛeuen⸗ 
ting + ſtoppyng the viauals of their 
enimies, continually endeuoꝛing him 
ſelf to thoſe things z wer moſt neceſ⸗ 
ſary, but being enuironed compaſſed 
on-cuerp-part with his ennimies , her 
was gladde to retire to the Cities ad⸗ 
ioyning of their friends 4 aides. Hies 
ron, Byn g of Scicilie ſuppozted the

alſo 
gintuſes at that time, foꝛlet him not to 
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Carthaginenſes very plentifully with 
all necelaries, conſidering that theyz 
pꝛoſperitie ſhould be very comodious 


to him, both koꝛ the defence of Scicilie, 


and obſeruing his amitie with the &-- 
manes, leaſt the (arthaginenſes, beyng 
cleane vanquiſhed and ſupp2eſſed, the 
Italians might at their pleaſure, and 
without contradiction doe what plea- 

fed them, which ſarely was a politike 
and ſubtil inuention : fo2 it is god to 


take herde 1 ſuffer no pꝛinte to come 


to fach eſtate, that in manifeſt wögs 
he mult be winked at. Dhe Romawes 
being in league with the Cart ha- 


aide them. But there was a bꝛeache 


betwirt them koꝛ this taufe. The (. 


thagm-»ſcs when their Citie was firſt 
beſteged, taking fiue hund eth Romans 
which commpng from 7raly, fuppoꝛted 
vagaböds with vittriats, caſt them 
2ifon, which the Romnestoke gres 
usullp, and as an outraxe to them. 
Wh rfoze thvetly after they proces — 
K 
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baſſadozs to the (arthaginenſes for the 
ſame matter, to whome they gently 


diſmiſſed thoſe which were in bondes, 


whiche doing was ſo acceptable and 
gratefull to the Romans, that inconti- 


nently they ſent home without raun⸗ 


ſom al the Carthaginean ſouldiers that 


they toke in Scicili, continually after 
that daye aydynge the Carrbaginerſes 
with ſuch things as wer requiſite,per- 
mitting their marchant men to tranſ⸗ 


pozt cozne to Carthage, ſtraitely com? 
maunding that none ſhould apde their 
enimtes, neither wouldethey accepte 
the legates of the olde ſouldiers inha- 
biting Sardmia, offring to peld the Jle 


vnto them. Incontinently after the ci- 


tizens of Vica, which had rebelled as 
gainſt the Cart haginen ſes, gaue vp both 
them ſelues and their Citie, into the 


Romanes hands, whome they likewiſe 


fo:ſwke, intendyng by no meanes to 
falſifie their pzomiſſe . The (art hagi- 
nenſes being thus relieued with 2

daply, Amilcar dyd nothing vncircum⸗ 
ſp ly oꝛ foliſhe hardily, which ſone 
daũted the coꝛage of Spendius, but cẽ⸗ 
tinually finding wapes to int rap hys 


ennimies, and other times bzingyng 
them 
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them in daunger with ſodaine inuaſts 
ons, caſting all thoſe which he caught 
un line to be devoured of the clephats, 
and at the laſte cloſed them in a perit⸗ 
lous place, very fitte foꝛ hys purpoſes: 
where he ſet them in ſuche a perplexi⸗ 
tie, that they durſte not fight foz (care! 
of the Elephants and hoꝛz ſemen, nevs 
ther coulde they eſcape by runnyng as 
way, they were ſo incompaſſed wyth —« 
ditches, where they wer ſo languifthed —« 1 
with penurie and wante of fove , that 
one was conftrained to cafe an other, 
luffering iuſt vengeance foz the cruel⸗ 
tie they vſed to their friends and colls 
trey men.
